whose 95-year-old dean, Gennaro 
Cardinal 
Granito' Pignatelli 
di 


Belmonte, had just presented their 
Christmas greetings, the Pontiff 
called for an early just and defi- 
nite peace.

A reporter on the track of fu- 


ture business prospects today, for 
instance, can—and some did—find 
"a business boom in the middle 
west" on one hand and "an un- 
certain course in the stock mar- 
ket," on the other. 
They have 


found an unprecedented volume 
of dollar sales in a New York 
department store on this hand, 
and hesitant buying which has 
piled back stocks elsewhere. Sim- 
ilarly on new year prophesies they 
have discovered seers who pre- 
dict a great year ahead and oth- 
er authorities equally gifted who 
see a depression. 


Now I have set up the job for 


myself generally of ascertaining 
what objective facts are—what is 
the "News Behind the 
News." 


This is a job of a modern type 
of reporting which sometimes may 
mislead an unwary, sleeping, mis- 
guided editor or reader to fall 
into 
the 
erroneous 
impression 


that I am writing a "think piece." 
In the midst of dizzy news, there 
is often no other way you can 
tell objectively the best obtain- 
able interpretations. 


There is certainly no other way 


to tell this one. 


I think the basis of the pres- 


ident's advice in this instance is

tistics :

To what degxee he impaired the 


people's confidence in their own

God will judge. Not even his old 
enemies hated him when he died 
and few of them hated him and 
many still loved him in his guilt- 
iest years.

Now By Congress 


Certain to Develop 


Labor 
Leaders Fearful 


"Cure-All" More* May 


Destroy Support 


Washington.—(AP)—Some kind 


of legislation to regulate labor 
unions seems certain now to ocme 
out of the SOth congress. 


It's anybody's guess what kind 


of law will be enacted, but union 
leaders, like AFL President Wil- 
liam Green, are not disguising 
their fears that the result will be 
distasteful to them. 


What these leaders are most 


apprehensive about is that there 
may be a tendency to try to come 
up with a "cure-all" which, among 
other things, might cut vitally into 
three of labor's stoutest support- 
ing laws. 


These are: 
(1) The Wagner Labor Rela- 


tions act. 


(2) The Norris-LaGuardia Anti- 


Injunction act, and 


(3) The Fair Labor Standards 


act. 


Here's something about those 


laws: 


Act Went Too Far? 


The first was sponsored by 


Senator Robert F. Wagner 
CD- 


NY) and was enacted in 1935. It 
created the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, set up rules for 
unions to become official bargain- 
ing agents for groups of employes 
and described what constitutes an 
unfair labor practice by employers. 


• So zealously has this act been 
guarded by labor that it hasn't 
been changed in more than a 
decade. But many employers say 
that while it corrected a lot of wd 
abuses, it went too far. 


The anti-injunction act of 1932 


was sponsored by the late Senator 
George W. Norris of Nebraska and 
former 
Mayor Fiorello H. La 


Guardia of New York, then a 
member of the house. 


It outlawed the injunction as a 


weapon—often employed in early 
labor wars—to quell strikes. 


All Under Assault 


The Fair Labor Standards act 


of 1938 set up minimum hourly 
pay rates for workers producing 
goods for interstate commerce. 
Among other things it said work- 
ers must be paid time and one- 
half for hours worked beyond 40. 


Supreme court interpretations 


of time ''worked" have led to em- 
ployers' concern over this law. 
The court ruled that the term in- 
cludes "travel time" on company 
premises and time spent changing 
clothes and preparing for work. 


An informal study indicates that 


each of these laws will be under 


assault from the very start of the 
new session. 
Recommendations 


have ranged from amendments to 
outright repeal. 


Employers Ask Equality 


The reasons: 
(A) Employers are clamoring 


for "equality" with their employes 
under the Wagner act. They want 
the right to ask NLRB to step in 
and settle a dispute when the em- 
ployer is caught in the middle of 
a fight between unions and bar- 
gaining rights. Some think there 
also should be unfair labor prac- 
tices listed for unions. 


(B) There is a strong move to 


amend the Wagner act to exclude 
foremen from its protective pro- 
visions. 
Many employers think 


that foremen, as .part of manage- 
ment, should not join a union. 


(C) The Norris-LaGuardia act 


is under scrutiny because of tiie 
recent coal strike and Lewis' use 
of 
it 
as a defense in court. 


Whether its provisions apply when 
the government is a party to a 
controversy, as it was in the coal 
strike, is up for Supreme court 
interpretation. 


(D) The Fair Labor Standards 


act has become almost the biggest 
bugaboo of all. because of a little- 
noticed decision of the Supreme 
court last June. 


Battle on Closed Shop 


At that time the court ruled 


that employes of the Mt. Clemens 
(Mich.) Pottery company could 
collect "portal to portal" pay for 
oeriods as far back as 1938 when 
the law was enacted. (That means 
pay from the time they reach 


company property until the time 
they leave it). 


As soon as the importance of 


the decision become known, similar 
claims began to be filed. 
Scores 


now are pending in various courts. 


Some businessmen contend that 


if all claims that could be filed 
under the decision were allowed 
the amount might reach §6,000.- 
000,000. So they want congress to i 
rule out these back payments.

Other 
big 
questions 
among 


many which the coming congress 
is likely to go into include:

1. Should the closed shop be 


outlawed? 
In a closed shop only 


members of a given union may 
work or be hired.

"2. Should a time limit be put on 


strikes, alter, which compulsory 
arbitration would be imposed? 


:.!. Should secondary boycotts be 


outlawed? These are agreements 
by sympathetic unions not to use 
or ha.nclle products from firms do- 
ing business with a strike-bound 
company.

Clouds Ahead in'47; 


May Prevent Slump

New York — Trouble clouds 


loomed directly ahead as American 
business closed out its part of 
what President Truman, early in 
1946, called "our year of decision". 


Whether tne clouds would grow 


or dissipate in 1947 was a matter 
of conjecture, but they certainly 
were not shrinking much at the 
year-end. 
Nevertheless at least 


one reasonable bet could be made 
about the coming- months. 


While 1946 was a year of de- 


cision—many 
decisions—it 
also 


was "our year 
of 
confusion". 


Whether the business troubles of 
1947 are large or small, it would 
seem to be at least a reasonable 
wager that the difficulties would 
be less confusing, in the sense that 
most of them will have Happened 
before in one form or another and 
can be better dealt with in ad- 
vance, than have been those of the 
last 12 months.

1. That the fiat insistence by 


large segments of organized labor

2. That these or other factors 


might speed the widely heralded 
possibility of a business depression 
or recession deep enough to leave 
scars on the American economy. 


Money Still Plentiful 


As 1946 ended there appeared 


to be no absolute necessity and 
no certainty whatever that there 
would be a depression in 1947. The 
backlog of a demand was still high 
in most lines of industry 
and 


money was still plentiful. 


The national income was around 


its 
all-time 
peak. 
Consumer 


credit, although climbing around 
the record total of 1941 and going 
far beyond it in such lines as 
charge accounts and single pay- 
ment loans, was still available in 
billion dollar chunks. 


Some- economists and business- 


men were worried about the vol- 
ume of manufacturers' inventories. 
The latest available official fig- 
ures, dated .just before the No- 
vember elections, showed these 
inventories had climbed to new 
all-time peaks during each of the 
four succeeding months and were 
then around the $20.000.000.000 
mark. Whether this indicated that 
manufacturers were holding back 
for higher prices after President 


Truman virtually wiped out OPA, 
or whether consumer demand was 
slackening, has not been made 
clear. 
Depression Talk Causes Concern 


There was worry, too, that the 


almost constant talk about a com- 
ing depression might in itself 
produce one. Some businessmen 
were known to figure that if the 
talk continued, people might start 
to tighten their belts to a point 
where normal economic workings 
would be dislocated. 


Against all this, however, was 


the fact that the American busi- 
ness machine took all kinds of 
buffeting- Around in 1P46 xr.ri ?ti!l 
came out of it in pretty good con- 
dition, at least as far as earnings 
and dividends were concerned. 


Strikes Highlight Year 


The highlights of the year, of 


course, were the great number 
and extent of strikes and their ef- 
fect on production, coupled with 
the off gain, on again, off again 
performance on price controls.

Topmost '.eaves of this circle have 
the unusual habit of turning from 
green to a brilliant red as the 
blooms appear, giving them the 
appearance of flower petals of 
sometimes very large size. On the 
stems the leaves remain a dark 
green.

Sen. Tafts Budget 
Cut Proposal Poses 
Important Problems 


Would Necessitate Major 


Changes in National 


Policies ' 


By CLARKE BEACH 


Washington—(NEA)—A large 


cut in the federal budget such as 
Senator Taft has proposed would 
not be a mere fiscal operation, an- 
noying to government bureaucrats. 


It 
would 
necessitate 
major 


changes in national policy regard- 
ing such vast programs as federal 
aids to agriculture, 
reclamation 


and development of public power. 
Congress itself would have to 
shoulder the responsibility. 


The Ohio Republican leader ad- 


vocates a federal budget between 
25 and 30 billion—at least seve'J 
billion less than the budget which 
it is reported President Truman 
will recommend for the coming 
fiscal year. Taft has not detailed 
how he would bring expenses down 
to his figure. 


Why It's Difficult 


Purely administrative expenses 


of the government amount to only 
51.9 billion in the current fiscal 
year. This covers the payroll, of- 
fice supplies, building rentals and 
upkeep, travel expenses, etc. 
A 


20 per cent cut here would reduce 
the bill by only 380,million. 


Obviously enormous reductions 


must be made in other categories 
if seven billion is to be saved. Th& 
choice must be among these items, 
which 
comprise 
the b u d g e t

What Can't Be Cut 


The veterans' program, tax re- 


funds and interest are considered 
by fiscal authorities as "uncontrol- 
lable", not subject to reduction. 
Nor could most of the expenditures 
under social security, such as un- 
employment relief and retirement 
allowances, be altered. 
j 


Budget pruning must be applied, 


therefore, to one or another of the 
programs 
administered 
by 
the 


various departments if substantial 
cavings are to be made. 


Since all of the departments' 


work is done by specific authori- 
zation of congress, it is congress 
which must decide which program 
s to be eliminated. 


A glance at the interior depart- 


ment budget shows that about half 
the total consists off construction 
>rojects such 
as 
extension of

ines and the billion-dollar recla- 
mation program in California. 


Further Complications 


In the agriculture department 


budget the chief items are agricul- 
ural research and the various crop 
adjustment activities, designed to 
aid the farmer to increase his in- 
ome. The largest expense in the 
atter catagory already has been 


eliminated—crop subsidies. 


Congress could whittle on such 


activities as the forest 
service, 


which controls forest fires, main- 
tains roads, etc. 


In the commerce department, 


congress would have to decide to 
curtail or eliminate such agencies 
as the weather bureau, the coast 
and geodetic survey, the bureau 
of standards, the census bureau 
or the civil aeronautics authority. 
The department's statistical and 
informational service for business 
are minor items. 


Some of the government's top 


administrators definitely oppose a 
blanket cut, reducing the budgets 
of all agencies on a flat percent- 
age bas:.-. 
This would have the 


effect of spreading their funds 
thin, they say. and reducing effi- 
ciency. They would prefer to see 
some of the agencies eliminated 
entirely. 


As for the largest single item in 


the federal budget, national de- 
fense, a sharp reduction there 
would necessitate a complete re- 
versal in our military and inter- 
national policy. 


Some high ranking officers say 


we need no less than we have if 
we are to retain our present status 
in world affairs. 


17 U. S. NEWSPAPERS 


BARRED FROM POLAND 


Washington—The State Depart- 


ment has been informed by the 
Press, Publications "and Theaters 
Bureau at Warsaw that Poland 
has barred admission of 17 Polish 
language newspapers published in 
the United States. 
The action, 


dated Nov. 15. listde 39 news- 
papers published in other countries 
also placed on the blacklist. 


No explanation was given but 


State Department spokesmen said 
the obvious reason was an editor- 
ial policy of opposition to the cur- 
rent Polish resrime.

Children's Books 


Word Tests, Survey of 


Subject Matter Used 


For Age Groups 


By WILLIAM T. PEACOCK 
Washington — (AP) .— You go 


into a department store to buy 
your small son a Christmas pres- 
ent book. 


Books are stacked in age sizes, 


6-S. 14-16. Just like the children's 
underwear in toother department 


Ever wonder how they decide a 


book is "readable" for an "eight- 
year-old boy? 


Mostly it is just a matter of 


vocabulary. But the subject also 
. gets attention. 


Word tests have been given in 


so many schools that it is • well 
established what words the aver- 
age child of a given age knows. 


If a. book has too many words 


that 
an 
eight-year-old 
doesn't 


know, it is too "old" for that age 
group. 


Extensive Studies Made 


But the question of whether a 


book is "readable" for child 01 
adult goes much deeper than that. 
It is one which has been given a 
lot of study for many years. 


As far back as 1926, the Ameri- 


can Library association and the 
American 
Association 
for Adult 


Education established a joint com- 
mittee to: (1) Look into the read- 
ing habits and interests of adults 
and (2) Decide which are "read- 
able" books. 


It isn't just curiosity that is 


back of such studies. 


Those who have dug into the 


matter are concerned over indi- 
cations that a sizeable part of the 
population—some estimates run 
as high as 50 per cent—cannot 
read with ease and understanding 
much that is published in this 
country. 
And this country turns 


out the most books, the most 
magazines and the most 
news- 


papers of any in the world. 


All the study hasn't produced 


a sure-fire formula for turning 
out a book or article that will (1) 
be' readable and 12) make the pub- 
lic flock to buy it. 


Easy U'orils are Important 


For that matter, all researchers 


I are not in complete agreement. 


Take 
the 
matter 
of 
simple 


sentences. 
It is widely assumed 


that short and simple sentences 
are more ''readable" than longer 
ones. 


But one research study, after 


tests, came to the conclusion that 
lenghts of sentence is unimportant 
so far as comprehension is con- 
cerned—that "the effect on the 
reader is the same, whether the 
sentence is long and involved ,or 
short, simple and emphatic". 


Another study—one of the most 


intensive efforts in this field— 
was made by William S- Gray and 
Bernice E. Leary 
Their report 


was published by the University 
of Chicago Press a decade agt>. 


They calculated that there were 


some SO factors which might af- 
fect "readability". 
For practical 


purposes, they reduced these to 
a handful of what appeared to be 
the mi'st important, mi-ludmg eacsy 
words ar.d simple sentences. 


Kobinson Crusoe Kate* Low 


• Of major daily newspapers they 
examined, the now defunct New 
York Graphic outscored for "read- 
ability" papers still flourishing. 


Of magazines, the "pulps" tested 


most readable. 


They examined 29 books for per- 


centages of simple sentences. On 
top with 55.5 per cent was Edna 
Ferber's Cimarron. 
Well down, 


with IS per cent, was the Bible. 


And right at the bottom, with 


only four per cent, was that hardy 
perennial of more than 200 years: 
Robinson Crusoe.

Chicago—As probably never be- 


fore in history, wheat and hogs 
entered politics in 1946.

There have been a total of 445 


marriage licences issued in the 
qffice of County Clerk Sterling: D. 
Suuoi.k during the cunent year, 
but at the other end of the hall 
in the courthouse, Circuit Clerk E.
